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Summary: Cladopus japonicus Imamura 
{Podostemaceae) was newly found in Kijo- 
cho, Miyazaki Pref., southern Japan. This is the 
northernmost locality of this species in Japan. 
Differing from the other Japanese members 
of the family, plants belonging to this species 
were found on the concrete-paved surface of an 
agricultural waterway.
